1. The following communication is in response to applicant's Amendment received on 
03-November-2003. This application is a CIP of application 09/237,549, filed on 26- 
January-1999, now U.S. Patent No. 6,606,588, which is a CIP of application 09/041,985, 
filed on 1 3-March-1 998, now U.S. Patent No. 6,233,540. 



2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention described in the article, "OPERAS in a DSP CAD Environment", by Yeh et al.. 
The improvement comprises a method for representing a behavioral description of an 
electronic system comprising at least one digital part as a first set of objects with a first set 
of relations therebetween, refining the behavioral description into an implementable 
description of the system represented as a second set of objects with a second set of 
relations therebetween, and retaining at least one of the second objects for reuse in the 
design of a second electronic system. This patentable distinction is included in each of the 
independent claims 1, 2, 27 and 30. The art of record fails to teach, suggest, or render 
obvious the < refining of the behavioral description into an implementable description of the 
system represented as a second set of objects with a second set of relations therebetween, 
and retaining at least one of the second objects for reuse in the design of a second 
electronic system > having the corresponding structure which is disclosed in the

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specification and equivalents thereof at least at <page 12, line 9 through page 33, line 5, 
and Figures 1-8>. In view of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found 
to be patentable over the prior art.
